This  thriller  put  BHS  ahead  one  game  in  the  league  race,  but  Winchester 
and  Belmont  became  deadlocked,  when  we  tumbled  to  defeat  in  the  Read- 
ing Gym.  Belmont’s  “Fire  House  Five’’  again  broke  into  the  lead,  as  they 
trimmed  Winchester  for  the  second  time  50  to  43.  Wakefield  posted  the 
biggest  upset  of  the  season  when,  in  the  last  league  game,  they  stopped 
Belmont  56  to  53,  and  plunged  the  Middlesex  League  into  a tie  for  top 
honors.
